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About the Act... 


The Species at Risk Act (SARA), proclaimed on 
June 5, 2003, is one part of a three-part Government of 
Canada strategy for the protection of wildlife species at 
risk. SARA builds on the Accord for the Protection of 
Species at Risk and activities under the Habitat 
Stewardship Program. 


In addition, SARA complements existing laws and 
agreements to provide for the legal protection of 
wildlife species and conservation of biological diversity. 
The Act aims to prevent wildlife species from becoming 
extinct and to secure the necessary actions for their 
recovery. 


The Act recognizes that the protection of wildlife 
species is a shared responsibility and that all Canadians 
have a role to play in the protection of wildlife. It applies 
to all federal lands in Canada, all wildlife species listed as 
being at risk, and their critical habitat. 


What is the Public Registry? 


The Public Registry is an online service that provides 
access to information and documents about SARA. It is 
also a convenient forum to submit comments on SARA 
related documents being developed by the Government 
of Canada. 


What types of documents can be 
found in the Public Registry? 


Documents such as regulations, orders, and agreements 
are available in the Registry. In addition, you'll find 
status reports, species assessments, response statements, 
recovery strategies, action plans, and management plans 
for the recovery of wildlife species at risk. 


The Registry enables the public to monitor the progress 
of documents from their draft stage, to final publication. 
It also provides for the timely identification of public 
consultation opportunities and information on where to 
direct comments.
